issued  hj  the  President  of  the  tiniled  Stales,  containing,  among  other  things  tlu>  following,  to  wit  : 

'Shot  on  the  first  day  of  January,  in  lite  your  of  our  Stord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  all  persons  held  as  Slaves  willtin  any  State 
or  desiynated  part  of  a  State,  the  people  thereof  shag  then  le.in  rebellion  against  lice  United  Stales,  shall  be  tlusn,  tlieneeferlh,  and  FOREVER  FREE, 
and  the  EXECUTIVE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES,  including  the  military  and  naval  authorities  thereof,  TOL  RECOGNIZE  AND  MAINTAIN 
THE  FREEDOM  efsuclfersens,  and  will  do  no  act  er  acts  to  repress  such  persons,  or  any  of  Am,  in  any  efforts  they  may  male  fir  their  actual  freedom. 

tfhatthe  Sxecutive  will,  on.  ilie  first  day  of  January  aforesaid,  by  proclamation,  desiynate  the  States  and  parts  of  States,  if  any,  in  which  the  people 
.  thereof  respectively  shall  then,  be  in  rebellion  against  the  United  Slates,  and  the  fact  that  any  State,  or  the  people  thereof  sltall  on  that  day  be  in  yoed  faith 
represented  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  Stales  by  members  cltescn  thereto  at  elections  wherein  a,  majority  of  the  aualified  voters  of  such  State  shall  have 
participated,  shall,  in  the  absence  of  strong  countervailing  testimony  be  deemed  conclusive  evidence  that  such ,  State  find  the  peeple  tliereof  are  ml  Man  in, 
rebellion  against  the  Waited  Stales." 

gOW,  tlKWfflW,  I,  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN,  President  of  the  Untied  States,  by  virtue  of  the  pouter  in  me  vested  as 

flommaliltr-in^lEllicf  of  tl)t  Urinn  anb  Worn  of  lite  Wailed  Slates  in  lime  of  actual  armed  Rebellion  against  lie  authority  and  government  cf  the  Vnited 
Slates,  and  as  a  fit  and  necessary  war  measure  fir  suppressing  said  Rebellion,  do,  on  this  first  day  cf  January,  in  the  year  of  our  ' Sterd  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-three,  and  in  accordance  icith  my  purpose  so  la  do,  publicly  proclaim  for  the  full  period  of  one  hunlrei  days  from,  the  day  cf  the  first 
above-mentioned  order,  and  desiynate,  as  the  Stales  and  pa,rts  of  States  wlierein  lite  people  thereof  respectively  are  this  day  in  rebellion  against  the  Itniled 
Stales,  the  following,  to  wit.:  Arkansas,  Texas,  Louisiana  (except  the  Parishes  of  St.  Bernard,  Plaauemines,  Jefferson,  St.  Join,  St.  Charles,  SI.  James, 
Ascension,  Assumption)  Serre  Sonne,  SSa  gourde,  St.  Mary,  St.  Martm,  and  Means,  includiny  Hie  my  of  Orleans),  Mi3SDJSE?FI,'AlABAM4,'  Florida, 
Georgia,  SOUTH  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  AND  VIRGINIA  {except  the  forty weight  counties  designated as  <UlcstWirginia,  andtalsojthe 'counties  of 
Jlerlteley,  Mccomao,  Northampton,  Slixabeth  Wily,  tlcrh,  Princess  Sinn,  and  iVorfoHj  including  the_.eittes  of \iYorfo1h_icnd_PorUmou1k^ and  wMch  excepted 
parts  are  for  tit*  present:  left  precisely  as  if  this "  Proclamation  were  not  issued. 

©ind  by  virtue  of  the  power  and for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  J  do  order  and  declare  that  Mi  PERSONS  HELD.  AS  lUttl within  raid  designated  States  and 
parts  of  Stales  ARE,  AND  HENCEFORWARD  SHALL  BE  FREE!  and  that  the  Siecvtive.fovernmeniofjhe  United*.  Stales,  including 'the.-titlilary 
and. Naval  Authorities  thereof,  will  EECOGNTZE  AND  MAINTAIN  THE  FREEDOM  ,ef  said  persons. 

©tnd  J '  hereby  enjoin  upon  the  people  so  declared  to  be  free,,  to  abstain  from  all  violence,  maESS  IN  NECESSARY -SELP-DEFENCK,  arid  J  recommend 
to  them  thai  in  all  cases,  when  allowed,  they  LABOR  FAITHFULLY  FOB  REASONABLE  WAGES. 

©tnd  J  further  declare  and  make  known  that  such  persons  cf  suitable  condition  will  be  received  into  the  armed  service  of  the  Qlniled  Slates,  to  garrison, 
forts,  positions,  stations,  and  other  places,  and  to  man  vessels  of  all  sorts  in  said  service 

©fndupon  this  act,  SINCERELY  BELIEVED  TO  BE  AN  ACT  OF  JUSTICE,  warranted  by  the  t9enttituiien,  upommilitary  necessity,  J isVvele  the  considerate 
judgment  of  mankind,  and  tlte  gracious  favor  of  Almighty  God.
